If he dies before the recovery of the money, 
orthe change of securities, the wife becomes 
entitled to the debts in her own right. 

All personal property of the wife, such as mo. 
ney, goods, moveables, and stocks, becomes ab- 
solutely the property of the husband upon mar- 
riage; and on his death goto his heirs. 

Property may be secured to the use of the 
wife, by deeds of marriage settlement contrac- 
ted priorto marriage, in onler to secure to the 
wife acomfortable competence against the vic. 
issitudes of life, or the extravagance, vices, or 
cruelty of her husband. 

Property may be settled on the wife, after 
marriage, by the husband, provided he be sol- 
ventat the time, and not made with aview to 
detraud creditors. 

The wife, of course, cannot demise lands; 
but any personal or real estate settled upon her, 
in trust, she may bequeath, or any savings from 
property given to her separate use. 

The husband is bound to provide his wife 
with all necessaries suited to her condition in 
life; and of conrse becomes liable for debts con- 
tracted by her for such necessaries; but not for 
superfluities or extravagancies. 

The husband and wite cannot be witnesses 
against each other, or fur each other, in either 
civil or criminal cases, where the testimony has 
the least tendency to favor or criminate each 
other. 

One exception to this rule exists, where the 





law respecting the personal safety and life of 


the wife, permits her to give testimony against 
her husband for her own protection.

THE RACES 

The regular Races over the HuntevilleTrack, 
says the able editor of the Southern Advocate, 
which should have taken place on Wednesday, 
the 7th ult., were, in consequence of very in- 
clement weather, postponed to the Friday fol- 
lowing, the 9th.

A LEGAL RELATION OF HUSBAND AND| 
WIFE. 


The effects produced by marriage on the le- 
gal rights of the parties are important to be 
known in every family. 

In law, husband and wife are considered as 
one person; and on this principle, all their civil 
es, rights, and disabilities rest. 

‘he wife cannot sue in her own name. 

If she suffer injury, or wrong, in her person | 
or property, she can with her husband’s aid and 
concurrence prosecute for redress;but the hus- 
band must always be the defendant. In erimi- 
nal cases, however, their relations assume a 
new form, the wife may, in crimnal cases be pro- 
secuted and punished, 

The wife can make 10 contract with the has- 
band; nor the husband with the wife; thie disa- 
bility is involved in the first principle which 
makes them legally ane. But they may con- 
tract, through the agency of trustees, the wife | 
being under the proteciion of the husband. 

All contracts made between them before mar. 
riage, are, of course, disolved upon that event. | 

The husband cannot convey lands or rent es. | 
tates to his wife directly;out he may settle them Ip 
upon her through atrusteship. The wife may 
release her dowerto his;srantee.

BUFFALO HUNTING. 
THE UPPER MIBSOURT.

A correspondent of the Commercial Adverti- 
ser who dates from the mouth of the Yellow 
Stone, gives the following interesting account 
of Buffalo Hunting west of the Misssssipi. We 
have it notin our power to present our readers 
the entire letter, which we the more regret, as the 
writer presents a very graphic description of the 


the inhabitants of this delightful region of the 
“far west.” 

In speaking of the numerous tribes, settled 
round the Sort of the American?Fur Company, 
at this place, he says, “the buffalo herds which 
always graze upon the beautiful prairies in 
oountless numbers, afford them abundance of 
meat; and so muchiis it preferred to all others, 
that the deer, the elk, and the antelope, sport 
upon the prairie in herds in the greatest security, 
as the Indians never kill them unless they want 
their skin for a dress.” 

He thus treats of Mr. McKeusie’s (the com- 
mander,) manner of keeping his beef :— 


“He starts with three or four men, on horse- 
back, with two or three carts following at a 
distance, and oftentimes within view of the fort, 
if not within a mile or two, they will ride a- 
mongst a band of them, and in a few minutes 
kill ten or twelve of them, selecting the fattest 
of the herd. ‘These scenes are excedingly spir- 
ited and beautitul, furnishing decidedly the finest 
sudjects for the pencil of any sporting scenes in 
the world. The horses in this country are all 
trained to it, and know exaetly how to approach 
the animal; without being guided by the bit.— 
A short light gun is used fir the purpose; the 
rider guides his horse at ful’ speed, until he has 
selected the object of his prey, he direets his 
horse to it, then drops his bridle, and the horse 
at full speed approaches the annimal on the 
right side, within eight or ten feet, when the 
shot is generally given with such precision 
through the vital parts of the body, that he sel- 
dom runs more than a hundred yards before he 
falls. 4

In this condition, I drew my sketch-book from 
my pocket, and by riding towards and around 
him, and exciting his fury, I was enabled to 
eatch the very attitudes and expressions that I 
wanted.
